THe eminently learned Author of this Anatomical Trea- 
tife, having prefuppofed the general Divifionsof the 
parts of an Human Body, taken in their largeft fenfe, and their 
inadequate conceptions, upw the account of which tbeyar^ 
in divers refpefts called Similar or Organical , pmcteds di* 
reftly in this work to the Inferiour and more Praftica! divifions 
of the faid Body. 

And having firft of all divided the Lowermoft Venter into 
its Regions, and defigned the parts contained in each of them ; 
he goes on to the divifion of the Cutaneom parts, and confiden 
the nature, ftruSure, origin, vitality, and lifts of the Gutkult 
and Cutis vera. Where we cannot but take notice, tbat the 
Author, as well here, as throughout this wholepiece, builds 
much upon the grounds, he had laid in the Book, he publiflied 
four years ago, de Vita Nature , wherein he afcribes much to 
Natural Perception^ which he holds to be an Operation anterior 
to, and more general and more fimple than that of, Senfe 5 and 
in which Perception,accompanied withAppetition and Motion, 
he makes Original Life to coofift, which, co him, is nothing elfe 
but the Energetical or Operative nature of any Being fubfifting 
by itfelf,not producible by any external power,motioD,texture, 
figure, organization or proportion of parts, but by thefole 
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FirftCauft of all things. Without the help of which Natural 
Perception he fees not,, how {e.g.) the command of the Imagi- 
nation can be made known to the Mufcles,that do execute than 
at the beck thereof: Nor, how the Plaftique power forms a 
Chick in an Egg,&(\ But to leave this Notion to the Judgment 
of Sagacioas Readers, we take further notice of our Authors 
opinion, concerning the manner of Tranjpiration^ which he af- 
firms to be made not fo much through theiV^as the very fub* 
fiance of the skin, and yet denies this kind ofperfpirability to 
infer a penetrationof JEW/W,though itdoof Sub/lances , by a 
change of quantity. 

Having done with the Skin, he difcourfes of ttcntvior 
marks in the skin, as alfoof Nails and Hair ^of what they have 
common with the skin, and wherein they differ 5 why Man is 
born naked . what Colours do belong or not belong to Hair ; 
endeavouring to explain, why the Hair of Animals, though it 
be referred to the family of Plants , yet neither are green, nor 
blew, nor purple; and why the Feathers of Birds are, adding 
withal the caufe of Curled-hair, and the general caufes of the 
Fall of hair. 

Ne<r,he treats of the Adeps or Fat,and is inclined to believe, 
tha r . it proceeds rather from the Succm nervofas , than the mafs 
of the Blood. Then he paffeson to zheMufclesof the abdomen ; 
ami there takes occafion, amongft many other things, to difcufs 
that famous queftion concerning the Jnofculation of the Epi- 
gaftrick vein with that of the Breafts^acknowledging that there 
arcfuch Anafiomofes^ but denying that the confent between the 
Wombandthe Breads ( which yet healfo grants) depends there* 
on. Tothishe fubjoyns theHiftory of the Peritoneum and O 
menturn^ declaring t heir ftrufiure and ufes,and examining parti- 
cularly, whether the Omentum be the Seat of the Hypochondri- 
acal winds, and the Sink of the body ? 

Having difpatched this firft Part, he proceeds to the other 
Part of this Treatife, and therein delivers the Hiftoryof the 
Gullet \Stcmach) and Guts : in the doingof which, he difcuffetli 
aaanyconfiderableQiieftions; JS^ which Animals haveguUets, 
and which not? What is the manner of Rumination, and why 
fome Animals have more ftomachs than one? Whether in the 

ftomach there be Lymfhednfts diftinft from the L*#<*/tf What 
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tethe matter, ftruflure, tenacity, tenfibility^flexiblenefs, vita- 
lity, and various ufe of Fibres ? Whether there be a natural 
Perception in them ? How the Irritability in Animals is govern- 
ed and dire&ed by the Imagination and the inward SenfitiveAp- 
petitc; together with the manner, how the Imagination and Ap- 
petite move theMufcles? What kind of Mot ion it is, wherewith 
the Brain excites the Nerves ; and how the fame cames to move 
fame Mufcles, and not others ? What the Annua' fpirits con- 
tribute to the motion of the Mufc!es } Whether the Stomach and 
Guts hwczfarenchyma, and, if fo, whether that be glandular? 
Why the c&cum in Man is lefs than in other Animals ; and why 
it is double in winged Creatures? &cS 

Difcourfingof the Atfions and ufe of theGullct, Stomach, 
and Inteftines,he firft examines the nature of Hunger m& Thirft, 
and inquires, whether they differ fpecifically from the five Sen- 
fes? where occafionally he maintains, that the fenfe of Touch 
differs more than in degree from the other fenfes ; and explains, 
how the pain of Touch differs from the pain of Hunger;adding, 
that the fenfe of tafi hath more affinity to Hunger, than that of 
Touch. Concerning Tbirjl, he confiders,among divers other par- 
ticulars, thac one of the general caufes thereof is thedefefrof 
the latex: whence he takes occafion to fpeakof the meaning 
given by Van Uelmont to that liquor, commending,on theocca- 
fion, that Gentlemans indujlry,fagacity^x\d (incerity ,but blaming 
withal his proneneisof inveighing againft others 

This done,he goes on to the confideration of the Ferijlaltique 
Faculty,and the various motions thereof ;as alfo of the powers 
of Suction ^Deglutition, Attraction, l{ettntion£o£lion,Dtjlrihu~ 
tion of the Chyle, Secretion^ Excretion, llatuojlty: Concluding 
the whole with an Appendix about Fermentation. In all which 
there occur many notable Difquifkions * E.g. What are the Re- 
quifnes to a Periflaltique power > What the organs of Suction? 
What the proper a&ions of Deglutition <? Whether there be any 
fimilar Attraction? Wherein confifts the Retentive power? 
Whether the Stomach be the only feat ofDige/lion? What is the 
principal means of Digepcn; whether it be, (as Mabm would 
have ir) zjpirituous and pungent &*//;and if fo,what is the man- 
ner of its operation ? What degree of Heat is required to Di- 
geftion 7 and whether Heat alone be fufficienc for ir ? What are 
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the caufes of Seeds and Eggs ? Whether the approbation of the 
Idea of a nature to be introduced muft be precedent to genera- 
tion ? How the Confent between the parts of Generation , and 
the Imagination and Appetite of an Animal is performed > What 
natural Inftnft is? What the Archtm island how it differs from 
an inbred fimple Spirit ? Furthers to the matter of the Chyles 
Diftribution; how the Stomach difini fifes the Chyle? How far 
the Chyle is imbibed by the Milky vdfels; and whether that 
imbibition is made by % parenchyma ?

Which are the parts afFefted in Rheumatifms, togtthtt with 
a confiderablecureofa Rheumatism performed by the Author ?

The fectnd, treats of the Galenical Preparations and Com* 
pofmons, all prefcribed or examined and corrected by his 
French Majefties Firft Phyfician j many of which the Publisher 
affirms to be both a (ft) red and curious. This part hath two 
Books ; the former of which confiders fuch Preparations as are 
ufed inwardly ; the latter, fuch as are applied outwardly: In 
both which the Author infills moll: on matters of greateft *m- 
portance^and delivers things that are nrjft grounded upon Ex- 
perience and Reafon. 

The third is fpent in the Chymical Preparations of Medicines, 
whether the matter of them be Vegetables y Animals or Minerals: 
which fort of Preparations the Author judgeth to penetrate 
saore into the inner parts of the Mixt Bodies ? bv a dextrous 
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folutioa of the parts that compofe them, and by freeing them of 
the impurities which our fenfes perceive not, whereby the pure 
fubftances, which are the principal and mod effential parts,be- 
ing diftngaged, may with more efficacy and fpeed produce the 
effeft looked for* And this is performed in three Books, ac- 
cording to the three, lately named, clafles of Materials. In the 
doing of which the Author affirms , that his chief aim being 
to make known the fureft and the eafieft means of fuccefsfully 
performing all Chymical Operations 5 he doth fincerely communi- 
cate what himfelf pra&iceth, without any referve, and endea- 
vours fo to explain himfelf in thofe Preparations that have 
pafTed through his hands, that by making thofe to be well un- 
derftood, it will not be difficult to fucceed in fuch as he hath 
notfpokenof. Andhehopes, that, having in his faid Prepara- 
tions confulted Experience und Reafbn , and avoided afFe&ed 
prol ixities, he fhall not be blamed for fo doing,and that it will 
be well taken, that he hath eftablifhed their vertues, dofcs and 
ufes upon the principal parts of which the Mixts are compofed, 
upon the feveral alterations which they receive in preparing 
them, and upon the SuccefTes which he hath noted of them in 
the feveral ufes he has made of them in very many occafibns.
